Vic Lund was born in his grandfather s 
farmhouse, which stood across the street 
and just west of the bar until it was torn 
down in the 1980s. 

"They had a beautiful home," Anna 
Lund recalled. She’s lived in Lunds since 
she got married at age 17, except for a 
two-year stint in the 1930s in Clinton- 
ville, where her husband worked. 

Vic Lund worked for CW Transport in 
Appleton for about 40 years before he re¬ 
tired. "I lived in Appleton for a few years 
and 1 moved back. I like the quietness. I 
don’t like that tearing around day and 
night, with the traffic running by the 
house." 

Lund is operating the bar for the sec¬ 
ond time. He bought it in 1969, sold it in 
1971, and bought it back after retiring 
about Five years ago. 

About once a month, patrons move the 
bar’s two pool tables to the walls before 
country-western dancing begins with 
music bv area resident Cliff Elertson. 

Lund can recall about 55 years ago 
when Lunds included a store, pickle fac¬ 


tory. potato plant, cheese factory and 
railroad station. 

The cheese factory remains. 

Albert Giese, Route 1. Shawano, has 
operated it since 1960. He and his wife. 
Mary Ann, live next to the factory. 

He makes about 1.500 pounds of cheese 
a day. His sons Allan, 40, and Dan, 30, 
help out. 

Giese. 61. collects about 15,000 pounds 
of milk from 12 to 15 area farmers for 
each batch of cheese. He sells the cheese 
to a wholesaler. Northern Produce, Man¬ 
itowoc. 

Giese likes living in Lunds. 

"It’s a good community,” he said. He 
enjoys the area’s abundant wildlife. The 
Navarino Wildlife Area is to the south 
and Shawano Lake to the north. 


The community is named for Joh- 
nannes "John” Lund, a farmer who 
owned most of the land here about 100 

years ago. 

His daugh¬ 
ter-in-law, 
Anna Lund, 
95, Route 1, 
Shawano, has lived here for most of her 
life. Her son, Vic Lund, 67. operates 
Lund’s Bar, Route 1, Shawano. Vic's 
daughter, Debbie Selle. her husband, 
Mark, and their two children live in the 
house attached to the bar. 

And another one of Vic’s daughters, 
Kelly Lund, and her two children live 
next door to Anna Lund. Kelly some¬ 
times helps out in the bar. 

Anna Lund remembers when workers 
in 1917 laid railroad tracks into Lunds, 
which is about 30 miles northwest of 
Green Bay. 

Wisconsin Central trains now run a 
few times a day. and at night, right near 
Anna Lund’s home. She enjoys quilting.
